Claim Objections 

6. Claims 1-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
There are numerous of informalities in the claims, the examples are: 
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Regarding claim 1, the limitation of "at least one opening arranged at the outside of the 
housing" in lines 3-4 is vague since it is not clear what it refers to. 

In claim 1, it recites the limitation of "the region of the opening" in lines 7-8. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Regarding claim 1, the limitation of "said pins are insertable into the grooves from the 
inside of the housing but are jammed in direction of the outside by said dead stops." in lines 9-1 1 
is indefinite since it is not clear what the limitation is. 

In claim 2, it recites the limitation of "the area of the pin" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In claim 8, it fails to further limit a previous claim(s). 

Since there are too many informalities terms and/or limitations in the claims, applicant's 
corporation for thoroughly revising the claims would be highly desirable for speeding up the 
processing of this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) The invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled 
the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for patent. 

7. Based on the best understood of the claim language, claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brander (U. S. Pat. - 4,272,591). 
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Regarding claim 1, Brander discloses a hearing aid housing, comprising: at least one 
opening (18); and a removable cap (24) for covering said opening, wherein said removable cap 
includes outwardly protruding pins (32) formed in unity, and that grooves (26) are provided on a 
side wall of the opening for conformably receiving the cap in a closed-position, and said pins are 
slightly inserted into the grooves (Fig. 7) as claimed. 

Regarding claims 2-3, Brander further discloses the hearing aid housing, wherein said 
pins (32) have a round-shaped configuration (Fig. 7) as claimed. 

Regarding claims 4-6, Brander further discloses the hearing aid housing, wherein at least 
one clip (26) of the housing is partially in resilient contact with the cap as claimed (Figs. 6-7). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Based on the best understood of the claim language, claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brander (U. S. Pat. - 4,272,591). 

Regarding claims 7-8, Brander does not clearly teach housing shells as claimed. Since 
providing two or more pieces shells for the hearing aid housing is very well known in the art, it 
therefore would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
be motivated to provide a suitable number of shells, such as two for the hearing aid housing, in 
order to efficiently and effectively manufacture the hearing aid.
